Burglary Ring 
Suspect Arraigned 


A Grayling man was arraigned in District Court Tues- 
day, March 20, on six charges of breaking and entering 
a coin-operated device and one charge of breaking and 
entering a building. 

Thomas James Lozon, 21, was bound over to circuit 
court on these charges on Tuesday, March 27. He was 
arrested in the carly hours of March 19 in Spike's Keg O° 
Nails by Grayling City Patrolman Dennis Long. 

Long said Lozon is a suspect in a three month investi- 
gation of a burglary ring which involved four counties. 
Police believe the breaking and entcrings involved ninc 
businesses and public buildings in Crawford and Ro- 
scommon counties. The thefts started the beginning of 
January at the Moose Lodge in Beaver Creck Township. 
At the end of January, the Grayling High School and the 
Fun ‘n Games business were broken into. During the first 
of March, the Eagles Club on M-72 East was broken into. 
At the end of March, Weatherly’s, the Moose Lodge 
(again), and Spike’s tavern in Crawford County and the 
Silver Dollar Bar and Cross Country Ski Headquarters in 
Roscommon County were broken into. 

More than $3,500 in cash from vending machines and 
items were stolen and about $7,000 in damages: were 
reported. Long said he believes the loot was fenced in 
Oscoda and Wexford counties. About $100 in cash has 
been recovered. 

The Crawford County Prosecutor’s Office has issued 
20 warrants for four different individuals from Grayling. 
Those names are being withheld pending issuance of the 
warrants. Long said he expects other warrants to be 
issued from Roscommon County for these same indi- 
viduals, 

Police Chief Peter Stephan credited the successful 
completion of this investigation to the cooperative effort 
by the Grayling City Police and sheriff departments from 
Crawford, Roscommon, and Oscoda counties. 
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State Looks At Buying Rayburn's 


The property known as Rayburn’s has once again been 
nominated for purchase by the Michigan Natural Resources 
Trust Fund (MNRTF). 

Norma Naour, of Corncll Real Estate, nominated Rayburn’s 
for consideration by the MNRTF (formally known as the 
Kammer Trust Fund) last December. The asking price is $1.2 
million. Rayburn’s had been nominated to the trust fund prior 
to being sold in 1988 to Eugene and Susan Kraus of Oak Park, 
but no action was taken. 

Several Department of Natural Resources (DNR) divisions 
have expressed interest in the Rayburn property, but the lack of 
funding sources is a problem. 

“No onc in the department wants te sec the Rayburn property 
developed,” satd David Yankee, Supervisor of the DNR’s 
Real Estate Acquisition Division. 

Tom M. Woiwodc, director of The Michigan Nature Conser- 
vancy, said his organization is still assembling information of 
the Rayburn property to determine what course of action they 
may take. 

“A number of entities, including the DNR, have been asking 


for our participation in acquiring the Rayburn property,” said 
Woiwoade, ; 

According to Woiwode, The Michigan Nature Conservancy 
has worked on occasion as a holding company for the DNR, 
acquiring land that meets the conscrvancy’s criteria and then 
holding it for the DNR until public funds become available. He 
said the property is then sold to the DNR for what the conser- 
vancy paid for it. 

News that the state was thinking of buying another large 
picce of property in Crawford County has not received acco- 
lades frum residents concerned about the county's dwindling 
tax base. 

“Whenever the DNR makes an out-right purchase, not a 
trade, the property is subject to ad valorem taxes,” explained 
county equalization director Bill Borchers. This means the 
state pays the same millage rate as individual property owners, 
He said this is truc for the McArthur property in Frederic 
Township and the Truettner property at Smith Bridge in South 
Branch Township. 

Borchers said the property is taxable, but all buildings on the 
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property are tax-exempt. 

“The DNR does not pay taxes on buildings,” he stated. 

The State Tax Commission assesses all DNR property on an 
annual basis and Borchers said he has found their assessments 
to be generally fair and true to market. 

The Michigan Nature Conservancy is a tax-exempt non- 
profit organization and as such they can request that property 
they acquire be exempt from property tax, which Woiwode 
said they do on a case-by-case basis. He said the conservancy

Public Meeting On 
Proposed School 
Draws Few Persons 


An impressive roster of experts were on hand at the Grayling 
Eiementary School on Monday night, March 22, to answer 
questions about why the school district needs a new elementary 
school and why should it be built on the present football ficld, 
but very few peoptc showed up to ask anything. 

“It was like planning a great party, and having no one show 
up,” said one woman as she left the meeting. “I hope this isn’t 
a sign of what is going to happen at the polls on June 11th.” 

Crawford-AuSable administrators, teachers, schoo! board 
members, an engineer, an architect and even acouple members 
of the Infrastructure Committee (who recommended that anew 
elementary school be built in the first place) all turned out to 
answer questions about the proposed new elementary school, 
but of the 22 people in attendance, only six came to learn more 
about the project. 

Concerns expressed at the meeting ranged from what provi- 
sions are made in the new elementary school for special 
education classrooms to how much is this actually going to cost 
taxpayers. 

School Superintendent Kent Reynolds explained that it will 
take two mills to pay off the bonds for the $5.5 million 
construction project, but only one mill more than the current 
debt retirement millage. He said the district has accumulated 
a fund balance in the debt retirement account that will absorb 
one of the two mills needed for construction. 

In addition to the one mill for construction, 1.5 mills is also 
needed for the year the building is opened. This millage is 
necessary to pay for the cost of operating an additional build-

Medicaid 'Underfunding' Hurting Small Hosptials 


“A Decade For Vision” was 


the theme at the annual Day at 
the Capitol sponsored by the 
Michigan Hospital Assocta- 
tion and Michigan Associa- 
lion of Hospital Auxiliaries, 
held Wednesday, March 21 in 
Lansing. 

Members of the Mercy 
Hospital Auxiliary andadmin- 
istrative team at Mercy Hos- 


pital/Grayling attended the 
rally and luncheon in an effort 
to create enthusiasm and 
awareness of the difficult is- 
sucs facing health care pro- 
viders today. 

“Issues such as reduced 
Medicaid payments, cuts in 
payments to hospital-based 
nursing homes and medical 
malpractice are important to 


providers as well as the com- 
munity we serve,” said Den- 
nis Renander, President and 
Chief Executive Officer of 
Mercy Hospital/Grayling. 
“Nearly 75 percent of all 


Michigan hospitals and 84 
percent of all mtral hospitals 


lost moncy last year provid- 
ing patient care. Medicaid 
underfunding is putting 


smaller hospitals out of busi- 
ness,” 

Hospitals account for 38.8 
percent of the Mcdicaid 
budget but are slated for 67.8 
percent of the budget cuts in 
fiscal year 199t, Renander 
commented. ‘The proposed 
Healthy Start program for 
children will require more 
services while fewer dollars 


are provided, he added. 

Mercy Hospital/Grayling 
currently receives only 79 
cents on the dollar for care 
and treatment of Medicaid 
patients, This underfunding 
has become particularly harsh 
when viewed in the context of 
ihe charity care provided at 
Mercy. 

“While reasonable health 


care cost containment meas- 
ures are appropriate,” Renan- 
der said, “continually aiming 
harsh and unreasonable cuts 
at hospitals through the Medi- 
caid program is inappropn- 
ate.” 

Renander urged local citi- 
zens to write their legislators 
and voice their support for 
their local hospital. 


Federal Vehicle Standards Called "A Joke" 


No One Injured as Fire Quickly Ruins Dial-A-Ride Bus 


Five passengers and the bus driver escaped without injury 
when a local dial-a-ride bus burst into flames last Friday, 
March 23, on the side of M-72 West near the Red Barn, gutting 
the interior of the bus in twelve minutes. 

“At 8:12 a.m. the bus picked up a passenger in the Lake 
Marerethe area,” said Crawford County Public Transit(CCPT) 
director Dave Frederick, “and the bus didn’t exist at8:24 a.m.” 

Fred Lambert, Vehicle Equipment Engincer with the Michi- 
gan Department of Transportation (MDOT) said he was sur- 
prised that the fire lasted that long. One bus a year bums in 
Michigan, and he said they really disintegrate. . 

Frederick said the bus‘ er did an incredible job getting 
everyone off the bus. 

The Crawford County Sherilf Dept. was notified of the fire 
at 8:17 a.m. and three sheriff department deputies were on the 
scene by 8:20a.m, armed with fire extinguishers. Frederic said 
they were unable to contain the fire that started somewhere in 
the engine arca of the bus. Additional fire extinguishers 
arrived at the scene via a County Road Commission vehicle 
and another dial-a-ride bus, but the bus was completely de- 
stroyed. Damage to the bus is estimated at $8,806. 

“iy was a very “hot” fire by the time the fire department 
arrived,” stated Frederic. “Especially considering there was no 
calastrophic accident.” The diesct fi ucl tank on the bus did not 
bum and the battery did not explode. 

Cause and Originexperts from the State Police Fire Marshall's 
office and the CCPT’s insurance company have been called to 


investigate the fire. Frederick said he is also going to ask 
MDOT how the fire could have spread so quickly. 

Frederic said he was troubled by how fast the fire spread 
throughout! the passenger compartment, and that until somcone 
can assure him thal what happened on Friday is not going to 
reoccur, he is restricting the number of wheel chair passengers 
that will be allowed to ride the county’s bus system, 

Each Dial-a-ride busts equipped with two sets of wheel chair 
restraints, but Frederick said only one wheel chair passenger 
per bus will be allowed to ride. 

Lambert said he agrees with Frederick’s decision. 

_ All vehicles in the state must meet the minimum Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safely Standards. The problem, Lambert 
stated, is that the these standards are grossly inadequate to 
insure the safety of the drivers and passengers, whether they 
are riding ina bus, car or airplane, 

“In my opinion, they are a joke,” Lambert stated. 

As an example of the inadequacies of federal standards, 
Lambert said airplane interiors are regulated by the same 
federal minimum) requirements as are buses and cars, yet 
people are allowed to smoke while the plane is in the air, He 
said if there was ever a fire on board a flight, the passengers 
would not have to worry about surviving the crash. He said the 
airplane would be consumed by fire and explode long before 
it hit the ground. 

The pood news, said Lambert, is that Michigan has taken the

true, and that the pitchman (or woman) stands behind 
their claims? 

Apparently, yes. And that’s good news, too. 

Some observers think these cases will have a chilling 
effect on the use of celebrity spokespersons for commer- 
cial products or services.

And it probably won’t either. 

For example, Wayne Gretzky — who is paid zillions of 
dollars for playing hockey — also has a list of commer- 
cial endorsements which include Zurich Insurance, 
General Mills, Nike, Coca Cola, Peak, Karhu, Lloyd's

docs not have “blanket” exemption and that when they pur- 
chase property for another agency, suchas the DNR, they never 
apply for tax-exempt status for the property. 

“The Nature Conservancy would notdo anything to compro- 
mise their tax-exempt status,” stated Woiwode. “We do not 
use it for any purpose other than our very clear and apparent 
mission of preserving and protecting the finest of Michigan’s 
public lands.” 

County treasurer Joseph Wakceley said DNR property that is 
subject to ad valorem taxes consistently ranks as one of the top 
five taxpayers in the county, according to the State Equalized 
Valuc. 

In 1988, the DNR was ranked 4th, paying $2,531,300, and 
they have been assessed $2,497,250 for 1990. 

The 1989 assessed value of the McArthur property was 
$374,900 and Wakeley said the DNR paid $17,218 in property 
taxes. 

Rayburn’s consists of 1,132 acres stretching north and south 
from North Down River Road to M-72 East and cast and west 
for about one mile along the AuSable River, With the excep- 
tion of the main lodge, a large garage, a caretakers’ collage, an 
in ground swimming pool and a metal pole barn, the property 
remains in its natural state. 

Eugene and Susan Kraus from Oak Park bought Rayburn’s 


and they renamed it River Bend Fstates. The Krauses planned 
to develop the property into an 18-hole golf course. To finance 
the project, Kraus intended to scll the river frontage lots as well 
as the lots surrounding the golf course for single family 
condominiums, 

The lots did not sell, and now the Grayling State Bank is in 
the process of foreclosing for default of Kraus’ $600,000 
promissory note. 

Naour said several local groups, such as the Chamber of 
Commerce and the AuSable River Property Owners are sup- 
porting state ownership of the Rayburn property, if not taken 
off the tax rolls. 

Anglers of the AuSable president, Rusty Gates, said his 
group has been working to insure that all divisions of the DNR 
presented favorable recommendations to the MNRTF. 


“As the local agent for the sale of the property,” said Naour, 
“fam pleased to work with the DNR and the owner, Gene 
Kraus, to preserve this prime river frontage for the cilizens of 
the immediate area and the pcople of the state through the 
acquisition of more public land for low impact recreational 
purposes.” 

The MNRTF board will be mecting following the April Ist 
nominations deadline and the acquisition of the Rayburn 
property will be discussed at that time.

initiative and has re-written the specifications for new vehicles 
that far excecd any federal standard. 

“We are the first state in the nation to have gonc this far,” he 
said. 

Lambert said a consultant from the federal Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration (UMTA) is presently review- 
ing Michigan’s, specifications and has admiticd that he ts 
impressed with what he has seen. 

“Nothing in the new buses will sustain fire,” explained 
Lambert. ‘When the fire is removed, nothing inside the bus 
will burn.” He said everything inside the bus will be made of 
fire retardant and fire resistant materials. That will include the 


seat coverings and foam interiors, ccilings, floors and dash ; 


boards. 
Unfortunately, he said, until the old busses wear out and are 


taken off the road, the danger that what happened in Grayling 
last week can and will reoccur. He said it could be another two 
years before all the older models are replaced. 

Dennis Papoi, MDOT Unit Supervisor for northern Michi- 
gan, said they are aware that the older vehicles burn fast and

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that his department is concerned about the situation. He said 
the dial-a-ride bus that burned in Grayling was a 1986-87 
model and because of Michigan’s upgraded specifications, 
companies are now building a much safer vehicle. 

Papoi said MDOT will be sending someone to Grayling to 
examine the bus. 

The Crawford County Public Transit system has been carry- 
ing passengers since 1976, The bus system has travelled three 
million miles and carried 1,500,000 passengers. During that 
time, one bus was involved in an accident that resulted in one 
personal injury to a passenger.

ing. Both issues must pass 
for the board of education to 
build the building. 

For the person who owns a 
$50,000 home with an as- 
sessed value of $25,000 the 
one mill increase for construc- 
tion will add $25 to their tax 
bill the first year, When con- 
struction is completed and the 
school opens, an additional 
$37.50 for operational ex- 
penses will be added to the 
$25 making the total tax in- 
crease $62.50 per year. The 
construction millage is for 20 
years, The operational mil- 
lage will become part of the 
district’s ongoing operational 
millage. 

To break this down fur- 
ther, it will cost the taxpayer 
in Crawford County whoowns 
$50,000 home about 17 cents 
per day to build and operate 
the new clementary school. 

Tom Johnson, of Grayling, 
asked why we didn’t just add 
on to the existing Grayling 
Elementary School. 

“The Grayling Elementary 
School is already one of the 
largest clementary schools in 
the state,” said Reynolds. “The 
ideal school being around 300 
students.” Reynolds stated 
that to add additional class- 
roums onto the Grayling Ele- 
mentary would have required 
the installation of a new fur- 
nace system because the pres- 
ent system is working at ca- 
pacity. He said a new cafete-

ria would have to be added to 
take care of the additional stu- 
denis during lunch, a larger 
kitchen would be needed to 
handle the additional meal 
domands, office space is 
needed for special services, a 
second library and gym would 
be needed, and when all this 
was completed, he said, the 
Grayling Elementary Schoo! 
would be too large to function 
adequaicly as an elementary 
school. 


Johnson asked how much 
space in the proposed new 
elementary school will be set 
aside for special education 
classrooms. 

Reynolds said the new 
school will provide two cate- 
gorical special cducation 
classrooms where currently 
there is one at the Grayling 
Elementary School, There 
will still be one special edluca- 
tion classroom atthe Grayling 
Elementary School and two in 
the new building, Onc of those 
atthe new school will be used 
by the COOR Intermediate 
School District for their 
shared-time program. 

Classrooms in the proposed 
new school will be approxi- 
mately 1,100 sq. ft., about 200 
sq. ft. larger than the average 
Grayling Elementary class- 
rooms, 

Bob Stow, of GBKB, an 
architectural firm from Trav- 
erse City, said the largerclass- 
rooms have been designed to

allow enough space for the 
children to move around as 
they learn. 

“Everything we know about 
kid's learning,” said Stow, “is 
that they don’t Icarn just by 
sitting and listening. They 
lear by doing things, touch- 
ing and feeling and moving 
things around while they count 
them.” He said children need 
more space for these types of 
activities than the traditional 
classroom will allow, 

The proposed new clemen- 
tary school will house 19 class- 
rooms plus two special educa- 
tion classrooms. Reynolds 
said this includes classroom 
space for the district's pre- 
school program, which is 
currently housed in the high 
school. The pre-school is 
funded totally by the state and 
Reynolds said, according to 
the word from Lansing, the 
program is going to be grow- 
ing in the future. 


Dave Stephenson asked 
whether the future growth of 
the area was factored in when 
the new school was designed. 
Reynolds said it allows for 
some growth, but during the 
carly planning stages the cucs- 
tion of whether to build the 
school for the future or for to- 
day was a dilemma for the 
board of education. 

“We tried to project five 
years down the road, but we 
knew building a new school 
was going to be a difficult 


issue for people,” he said. “It 
always is when you ask ther 
lo spend moncy, so we de- 
cided to ask only for what we 
know we will need.” 

Stephenson asked why there 
was nothing about teachers in 
the explanation of cxpensesto 
be covered by the | 1/2 mills 
for the operation of the new 
building, 

“Those arc already in the 
budget,” explained Reynolds. 
The school board budgets 
three years into the future, he 
explained, and even though it 
does not have the space, it has 
already budgeted for the addi- 
tional teaching staff that will 
be required for future enroll- 
ment. 

“From the practical stand- 
point,” he said, “the board has 
budgeted for two additional 
elementary school teachers for 
next fall and we really need 
them, “but we don't have 
anywhere for them to teach, 
sO we are probably not going 
to hire them,” 

Reynolds said the opcra- 
tional expenses arc only for 


a 
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personnel and expenses that 
would be needed for the op- 
eration of another building, 
not additional students. 

There was some question 
about whether the parking fa- 
cilitics for the proposed new 
clementary schoo! were suffi- 
cient. The concern was that if 
the parking facilities were too 
small, the arca could ex peri- 
ence the same congestion that 
is occurring before and after 
schoo! at the Grayling Ele- 
mentary School, 

Stow said the new parking 
lot was planned for 42 spaces, 
which Reynolds said is not 
enough. 

“We do not want to under- 
park the new building,” said 
Reynolds. The dangerous situ- 
ation at the Grayling Elemen- 
tary School is due, in part, 
because there is not enough 
space to park, he stated. 

“We really anced to be able 
to park two hundred cars be- 
tween the two parking lots,” 
he said, 

Reynolds said by placing 
the schools side-by-side and 
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putting a bus only drop-off 
and pick-up circle, it is going 
to greatly reduce congestion 
and safety problems and re- 
duce the number of parents 
parking in the hospital park- 
ing tot during evening activi- 
ties. 

Placing the proposed new 
elementary school beside the
